In addition samples have been taken in conflunction vith the 
Rural District Council at the Water Works. The supply has 
been restricted for most of the year. Most of the unsatisfactory 
samples were found in June and culy and mainly from near ends of 
mains. 

No cases of Company water being substituted for well water 
occurred. The mains supply is now chlorinated with marked 
improvement in results of tests. 

The water is suppJied by the Oakham Water Company. 

It. will be seen from figures given that the quality of the 
water as delivered te the consumer has not always been 
satisfactory bacteriologically,. The trouble seems to arise 
Mostly from the mains. There are too many "dead ends", 
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AG 
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One of the first things which wiil be done when the 
Council acquire the undertaking will be to link up many 
of the ends of the mains. The supply has been restricted 
to five hours per day for most of the year and there is 
no sign of any imaediabe improvement, The shortage 
means that mains cannot be flushed as they should be, 


The water is harac and the shortage has made the normal 
lime softening process impossible for tne whole of 1943 and 
up to the time of writing. There is no tendenzy to 
plumbo-sOlvcncy. 

About 97% of the houses and of the population are 
supplied by the Company. In many cases the water is not 
laid into the ho:.ses anc. in some cases 1 tap is shared 
by 2 or more houses, 


Over 20 houses would have had water laid nto the 
houses over sinks but for the restriztions on the use of 
lead pipes. 


There are so public standpipes.
